The Committee have thought proper to keep the assess- 
ments and payments for building and repairing School 
Houses separate from the more general concerns of the 
town, and present the following statements, to wit: 


The Selectmen are charged with the amount of taxes 
assessed in School District No. 3, for building a 


School House, amounting to "90 64 
And they have paid, as appears by receipt of Ja- 

bez Butler, 776 09 
Collector’s receipts for abatement of taxes, 3 80 
Receipt for payment to Committee for locating 

School House in said District No. 3, 10 75 


Making the same amount as the sum assessed, $790 64 
The Selectmen are also charged with the amount 
of assessments in School District No. 2, being 63 73 
And they have paid, as by receipt of Levi Howe, 62 57 
To the Collector’f abatement of D. W. and M.S. 
Adams’s taxes, 1 16 


Making the same amount as the sum assessed, $63 78 
We further find a debt due from the ae for 

support of County Paupers the year past 202 13 
The Selectmen have in their hands, of Literary 

Fund, received of the State July 1, 1848, the 

sum of 49 78 
Jan. 1849.—Also, our proportion of the sales of 

Public Lands, received of the State from ane 

United States, 51 84

The Committee appointed to reckon with the Selectmen, 
have taken upon themselves the duty of examining the ac- 
counts of the Overseer of the Poor, and make, in addition to 
the foregoing, the following Report: 


The appraisal of Town Farm, Stock, Tools, Furniture, 
and articles of consumption, made March 1, 1848, was 4237 80 
The appraisal made March 1, 1849, was as follows: —- 


Farm, 2930 00 
Stock, 525 75 
Farming Tools, 209 21 
Household Furniture, 182 28 
Articles of consumption, 612 18 
Making an amount of $4459 42 


From which we subtract the appraisal of 1848, 4237 80

Which is an increase of value of the personal property 
on the Town Farm, and which we shall add to the 
income in the account which follows : 


The payments made for the support of the Paupers, both 

County and Town, the past year, exclusive of Solo- 

mon F’. Towne’s salary, have been 725 20

To which is also added the interest on the appraisal of 
Farm, Stock, Tools, and Furniture, made March, 1,

Making a total of . $1204 45 
From which is subtracted the profits or income of the 

Farm, | 275 09 
Leaving $929 36. 
From which is deducted the excess of the appraisal of 

1849 over that of 1848, 221 62 
Leaving the sum of $707 74 


Which is the cost of supporting the Paupers, both Coun- 
ty and Town, from March 1, 1848, to March 1, 1849. 


From which is subtracted the payment for support of 
Mrs Richards, a County Pauper, 122 41 


Leaving $585 33 
Which is the cost of supporting the Paupers at the nee 

Farm, both County and Town. 
From which last sum we deduct the supporting of Sam- 


uel Adams, a County Pauper, 19 72 
Leaving $505 61 


Being the cost of support of Town Paupers at the Town 
Farm, for the year ending March 1, 1849. 


The Committee would not be understood to state that 
the foregoing account sets forth all the expenses of the Poor. 
Among the payments enumerated in the first Report, is one 
made by Levi Howe, for clothing, &c. furnished William 
Stratton, at the Hartford Asylum, of $72 82. The Com- 
mittee learn that the whole of said sum was not expended 
for him the past year.
